British Empire tince Ottawa tet a rearrangement 
of the established trade routes of the world as its 
objective. It is the germ of the problem with 
which the delegates at the World Economic Con¬ 
ference now in session in London are striving. Evi¬ 
dence as to the second has not gamed currency 
in Canada, as Far Eastern news and opinion 
published in this country has centred almost entirely 
on the military happenings in connection with the 
Manchurian venture, to the exdusioo of the allied 
economic and political developments. 

The current cotton incident grows out of the 
notification by the British government to Japan 
on April 12 last of its intention to abrogate the 
Indo-japaneee trade convention which had been 
in force since 1904. As provided in the agreement, 
the termination of the convention will lake place 
in October, six months after the date of notifica¬ 
tion. The convention gave most-favored nation 
treatment to Japanese commodities entering the 
Indian markets. The Tokio Nichi Nichi explains 
that trade relations betwoen India and Japan have 
been satisfactory. Japan hat been a good market 
for Indian products, taking more from India than 
it sent there. The excess of annual imports over 
exports has been ranging between 200,000.000 
and 400.000.000 yen. The reaction on the part 
of the Japanese to the abrogation move is exem¬ 
plified. in these words from The Nichi Nichi; 
‘‘The chief motive of Britain in deciding to de¬ 
nounce the convention is the desire to oppress 
Japanese industries, which are increasingly in com¬ 
petition with the British m the Indian market.

An emphatic denunciation of the methods em¬ 
ployed altogether too frequently by the Department 
of Immigration came from Mr. Justice H. A. 
Robson, of the Manitoba Court of Appeal, the 
other day when he released Peter Vcregin, the 
Doukhobor leader, on habeas corpus proceedings 
and declared him free from deportation on the 
ground that his re-arrest last week was “not con¬ 
sonant with British justice.” He described such 
proceedings as “bad.” “slipshod.” and “rash." 
To the government’s counsel the Judge said; "You 
will be able to apprise the Department of the 
difficulties of the case. Without meaning to give 
offence, it seems to me they were rather rash in 
instituting last Friday’s proceedings.*' 

It will be recalled that Peter Veregrn was ar¬ 
rested a little more than a year and a half ago 
on a charge of perjury. He was. convicted and 
sentenced to a prison term of eighteen months, of 
which he served nine and then was paroled. No 
sooner had he obtained hit freedom, however, than 
he was held for deportation as an objectionable 
alien. Veregin's counsel took the case before Mr. 
Justice Humphrey Mellish. of the Supreme Court 
of Nova Scotia, arguing that the authorities at 
Ottawa had removed the Doukhobor leader from 
jail without any request from him or his advisers, 
half-way through his term. This was taken to 
imply that he was a free man and that the parole 
or pardon or release completely wiped out the 
crime. It is dear, however, that the Department 
of Immigration l)*4=prevailed upon the Department 
of Justice to release him so that he could be got out 
of the country at all costs. But Mr. Justice 
Mellish was not so easily persuaded : he 
Veregm free from deportation -and his decision 
was upheld by a judgment of the Supreme Court

N EW YORK (By Mail)—’Time never hangs 
heavily on the' hand* of Fred W. Jensen. 
He runs the oldest clock and watch shop in 
town, and also Is probably New York’s foremost 
gadgeteer. Olve him a handful of cog wheel* 
and a beer keg and he’ll make you a clock that 
play* "Happy Daya Are Here Again" while a pup¬ 
pet bartender draws a stein of dark. 

Jensen's little shop, sctoss from the docks on 
West Street, always has a knot of people In front 
lof It trying to figure out how his various "per¬ 
petual motion" clocks work. Jensen admits he 
winds them, but challenges you to find out where 
Inside the place are hundreds of big end little 
timepieces: so many, in fact, that Jensen keeps 
his hat and umbrella in a grandfather's clock. 
Several museums, among them Henry Ford's, have 
hinted at taking over hla priceless collection. Jen¬ 
sen scorns such offers, though. Says his shop is 
better then e museum because everythin/ in the 
place i* in actual operation. 

Besides, the ticking and tocking are the friend¬ 
liest sounds he knows- those and the delighted 
exclamations of people who venture in to watch 
the wheels po round. Jensen la a spry and kindly 
little gnome who would rather show off his con¬ 
traptions and tell about their histories than sell 
a new watch. (He won’t sell any of the old ones.) 
Hla father, who died in 1930 at the age of eighty- 
eight. started the shop more then fifty years ago 
Now Jensen's son and twenty-oue-yssr-oid grand¬ 
son are In the business with him. 

One of his special prides la a 380-year-old 
grandfather’* clock from Copenhagen. Aged Dan¬ 
ish people come in now and then to hear It play, 
on mellow wooden pipes, some almost forgotten 
folk tunes. Also there are clocks with wooden 
gears, only an hour band, run by weight* molded 
of clay. One was made in the sixteenth century. 
More modem clocks, made by the master crafts¬ 
men of a mere hundred years ago. feature charm¬ 
ing little animated tableaus on or about thHr 
faces. 


For the little burylng- 
ground by the sea connects us with the days 
when the Chinese were a very plctureaqua part 
of Victoria and no visitor could be said to have 
seen the city unlea* he had explored Chinatown.

I went out there the other day when the tide 
was very low to see what might be found in the 
many pools that are then exposed The rocky 
shoreline la a fine example of different varieties 
of erosion. At the edge of the land, where little 
by little the soil la washed away, the glacial pol¬ 
ishing is visible in perfection. Not only the gen¬ 
eral smoothness of surface is seen but the In¬ 
numerable fine scratches made by the coarser 
particles of the till aa it moved southward, UW 
those one detects on polished metal or crystal. 
Beyond this quite narrow rone the great grooves 
cut in the rock are the striking feature; the moat 
casual observer cannot miss them. Here, instead 
of scratches, a closer examination shows innum¬ 
erable tiny crevices that follow the direction of 
the rocka structure, that is. towards the south¬ 
east. and so transversely to the glacial scratches. 
These are the effect of weathering, aided by the 
salt water when, the spray files or the storm 
waves break high* up on thy rocks. Below nils 
la the region of moat conspicuous erosion, for 
her* the solid rock, volcanic and sedimentary, is 
worn out into strange contrasts of cllff-Uke walls 
and ifitePWlHflg hollows m ’WMttTYhe first and 
shallowest rock-pools lie.' Most of these pools 
contain little except a few scattered red seaweeds 
and some are quit* destitute of plant life. Lower 
down there are rather deeper pools, excavated in

Play It 
to them and they Immediately leave the hall or 
drawing-room. 

A composer’s music is frequently damaged by 
these bad luck stigma* A piece thst might be¬ 
come immensely popular and successful In thl* 
way die*, simply because It haa a bad name and 
Is supposed to be linked with some bit of bad 
luck Would absolute knowledge destroy theee 
superstitions? 

A PRICELESS VIOLIN 

J AN KUBELIK^ famous violinist, who has been 
touring the Vslley of the Nile for the second 
time in his extraordinary career, carries with him 
two magnificent violins. One is the famous ’ Em- 
peror" Stradivari, dated 1718. which In 1873 
fetched only gl.500. To-day iu value can hardly 
be estimated, but Kubelik, when recently taked 
If he would sell It. replied; "I wouldn't part with 
it at any prjfce." At one time this superb in¬ 
strument was included, in the fin# collection of 
Mr. OUlott, the pen-maker, and was known as 
"The Olllott." It was sold when Mr. Olllott dis¬ 
persed hi* collection at the famous Christie’*, and 
waa bought for £396. as l.se^been said. This fine 
specimen of Cremona art eventually came Into 
the hands of Oeorge Haddock, of Newly Hall. 
Leeds, who sold It to Kubelik, who specially

lessons In drawing. Thus hU destiny was be¬ 
coming faintly decipherable In the last year 
of his apprenticeship an opportunity fell in his 
way that affected hla whole future career de¬ 
cisively. 

A well-known man-about-town came into hi* 
employer s shop on some business or other and 
noticed hla apprentice reading, or as It waa ex¬ 
pressed in the slang of the period, "one of the 
bucks of the paper bonnet zealously studying a 
book he ought to have been binding.” The 
volume was that one of the Encyclopedia Brl- 
tannlca containing the article on electricity. The 
visitor became interested In the young man whom 
he found to be Intelligent and with no slight 
experimental, as well as theoretical, acquaintance 
wtttg chemistry As a result of this casual meet¬ 
ing Faraday was given a ticket of admission to 
the lectures on chemistry then being delivered by 
Sir Humphrey Davy at the Royal Institution. Of 
the four lectures of the course he took full notes, 
according to his habit. A few months later his 
apprenticeship terminated and he* entered the 
service of another bookbinder. But his new 
master was not easy to get on with and the 
drudgery of his trade was suggesting a change 
to a more philosophical pursuit. With the cour¬ 
age of youth he wrote to Blr Humphrey, offering 
hla services aa secretary and enclosing the notes 
he had taken of hla lectures. The great scientist 
recognised the seal and ablUty of hla correspond¬ 
ent. set a time for an interview, and in the early 
days*of 1813 engaged Faraday aa assistant In the 
laboratory of the Institution at twenty-five shil¬ 
lings a week and two rooms. „

years the moat outstanding exponent of the Dar¬ 
winian theory of the evolution of species by 
uatural selection. The fifth island, lying between 
Lyell and Murchison, is Faraday, the name of 
a great Englishman to whom the modern worfd 
owe* a debt hardly realizable in 1878—or Dawson 
might have bestowed the name Oh a larger Island! 
It v-M he of whom Sir Humphrey Davy said, 
when he was once asked what were some of hla 
greatest discoveries. "The greatest of all waa 
Mlchnel Faraday " 

Aa a man’s history begin* at least two or three 
generations before his b.rth. I take you up into 
the northwest corner of the West Riding of Tork- 
ahire. close to the Lancashire border It is a 
region of wild moorland, of profound and pic¬ 
aresque valleys, and of few and scattered towns. 
h.'.miet# and farm-ateadings. Nearby Is the beau¬

Faraday's health broke comparatively early 
life. At thirty-nine he waa compelled to tak 
holiday In Switzerland owing to extreme fall 
and rheumatism, and later at forty-six loss 
memory and giddiness with general lll-hei 
made another rest there necessary. At fifty-f 
hla health was markedly Improved, but two y« 
later he bad to give up 111 work for a tlipe. Fi 
1864 on he gradually weakened and an lilt 
at the close of 1865 ended hla active life, 
lingered on peacefully till August 24. 1887. wl 
death came aa a "falling asleep." 

Of hla personal character Tyndall says: *’8ui 
no memory could be more beautiful. Be 1 
equally rich in mind and heart. The fab 
traits of character sketched by Paul found in t 
perfect UluetraUou. For he was bla me l es s, v| 
lant. sober, of good behavior, apt to teach, i 
given to filthy lucre/ He bad not a*trace 
worldly ambition. . . A favorite experiment 


was done The hydrate fused at a blood-heat, 
the tube became filled-with a yellow atmosphere, 
and waa afterwards found to •xrataln two liquid 
substance* Dr. Paris happened to enter the 
laboratory while Faraday waa at work. Seeing 
the oily liquid in hla tube he rallied the young 
chemist for hla carelessness In employing soiled 
vessels On filing off the end of the tube It* 
contents exploded and tbe oily matter vanished. 
Early next morning Dr.‘Frols received the fol¬ 
lowing note: 'Dear Blr.—The *611* you noticed 
yesterday turns out to be liquid ohlorlne. Yours 
faithfully. M- Faraday.' The gas had been lique¬ 
fied by Its own pressure. Faraday then tried 
compression with a syringe, and succeeded thus 
In liquefying the gee.” Thla was the beginning 
of the now familiar process of liquefying gases. 
Between 1823 and 1845 he liquefied most of the 
well-known gases, failing only with oxygen, hy¬ 
drogen and nitrogen, which proved inert under 
the methods he used, but have aince been lique¬ 
fied. In one of his early experiments In lique¬ 
faction the tube burst and thirteen pieces of 
glass were driven Into hla eyes, "like pistol shots 
through the window." ha said. Dangerous as thg 
accident was it was fortunately without perma¬ 
nent Injury to his sight 


I N A PAPER on "Electric-chemical Decomposi¬ 
tion" read before the Royal Society In 1834 
we find him introducing a new set of terms among 
which, are "electrode#." “electrolysis." “anode." 
“cathode." and "Ion,” all familiar to-day. Aa 
a result of his experiments In electrolysis he 
framed hla well-known laws, and made possible 
storage cells and batteriea. the processes of plat¬ 
ing with silver, copper, and nickel, and the elec¬ 
trotyping’ of books and papers. 

The story of his discoveries, as published under 
the title of "Experimental Res' arch in Electricity." 
has been described aa the ’moat perfect ex¬ 
amples of pore and well-regulated Induction to 
I be found in this or any other language It la 
| difficult to mention any department of experi¬ 
mental philosophy or scientific manufacture 
> which 1* not indebted to the sagacity and re¬ 
search of this Illustrious man. The electric tele-
